The** has grown up among us a curious notion 
th at everything which goes contrary to our fondest 
hopes or turns out less than perfect Is somehow by 
th a t token a crisis and a crossroads 
This question' 
able? mariner of looking a t problems has been encour­ 
aged by the government habit of viewing nil routine 
pioBleins as m ajor problems, all m ajor problems as 
emergencies and all emergencies as crises. Tile effect 
has been to depreciate the value of the' terms. 
Tile United States has hud, to be sure, more than 
one crisis recently. It had a bona fide crisis whet 
a combination of unscrupulous politics and fumbling 
economics destroyed public confidence in the early 
part of the last decade. There was a genuine crisic 
when nils country was forced to fight two majoi 
wars at extreme range simultaneously. 
Hut in the 
sense th at a crisis is a clim ax—an in stan t of decision 
when everything hangs in the balance—most of the 
other events that people have called crises have been 
a t worst no more than problems. 
In its war-won position aa the nation holding the 
balance of power, the United States , is destined to 
have an endless succession of problems. As Mr. Tru 
m an has been learning, they come on such a frequent 
schedule th at It Is hard to keep track of them. Be­ 
cause he has been forced to develop a philosophy for 
dealing with them to keep a semblance of mental 
balance, he shows promise of helping all of us to 
buckle down a little more gracefully to our responsi­ 
bilities. 
There are many problems. They concern things at 
home and abroad. They tem pt all of us, and particu­ 
larly those with some special interest, to start yelling 
th at the dam has broken and everybody should run 
for the hills. But it Is obvious th at running lur the 
hills should be saved for the real thing. In the m ean­ 
tim e, Mr. Trum an has a better idea, which Ls to 
forge the bad habit of indulging our worst fears on a 
daily schedule.

Any Scrap Steel, Mister? 
CPA, wiilch in this case does not stand for certi­ 
fied public accountant but Civilian Production Ad­ 
m inistration, has asked the country to collect 2.000,000 
tons of iron and steel scrap in the next half year to 
m eet needs for housing and production of consumer 
goods. 
This scrap must tx* collected in the United States, 
the agency explains, because the flow of battlefield 
scrap m etal th a t was expected to m aterialize is not 
going to m aterialize. 
But it does not explain why 
Nor does it explain why hundreds of thousands of 
tons of scrap are going to lie sent to the brit tom of 
the ocean in atom ic bomb tests, instead of being 
saved for m anufacture of steel. It Is not CPA's job 
to explain why and wherefore, but to round up enough 
scrap m etal to give steel nulls an assured supply. 
Meanwhile the fact is that the United States seri­ 
ously has depleted its available reserves of not only 
processed m etals but original sources and apparently 


Is about to write th* rn oft as a net loss. Remember­ 
ing the wartim e scrap drives, when everything de­ 
pend* d on keeping steel 
mills supplied with the 
wherewithal to do their part in a war of production,
